— The  above  has  reference  only  to  the  Section  of  Country  where  the  system  of  collection  had  here- 
tofore been  most  perfected,  and  shews  the  quantity  of  White  Pine  exempted  from  duty  in  that  Section  in  the 
four  preceding  years  to  have  been  about  two  thirds  of  the  whole,  or  twenty  millions  exempted  against  eleven 
millions  dutiable,  while  by  the  system  adopted  in  1852  the  quantity  exempted  has  been  less  than  a  half  of 
the  whole,  or  eight  millions  two  hundred  thousand  exempted,  against  eight  millions  six  hundred  thousand 
dutiable  ;  of  Red  Pine,  the  quantity  exempted  in  the  four  preceding  years  was  more  than  a  fifth  of  the  whole, 
and  in  1852  less  than  a  thirtieth.
